(o the copper shops nud then to the long 
lino of sheds on tho wharf. 


By this time nn immense quantity of crude 


aud refined oil was nblaze, aud the burning 
oil wns running in all directions, nnd n long 
lino of wharf property wns soon ouo con- 
tinuous blnzo. 
By the time the city fire 


engines reached the scene five ships on tho 
river nnd 10,000 barrels of oil and the sur- 
rounding buildings were huruiug fiercely 
for a distance of over 1000 ynrds, nnd tho 
heat had boramie so intense that very littlo 
headway conld bo made against the firo.
